Games in Nfoscow, 
which worked for over six years, 
has announced that tt has stop- 
ped Its activities. Tha Commit- 
tee, headed by Uie Vice-Chair- 
man of the Council of Ministers 
of tha USSR Ignaty Novikov, di- 
rected the work of 11.000 peo- 
ple during the com petitions. 

Tha I98Q Summer Olympic 
Games, despite lha unprece- 
dented attempts of the US a.1- 
mlnlstraUon to boycott it, proved 
to be one of Lhe 1 most repre- 
sentative of Ihe Games. 5,748 
athletes, including 1,241 wopsen. 
from 81 countries of five con- 
tinents competed at sports arenas 
In Moscow, Tallinn, Leningrad, 
Kiev and Minsk. 1,245 referees 
from 77 countries serviced the 


tournaments. The sporting level 
of Olympic competitions is seen 
from the fact that 36 world and 
74 Olympic records were set 
during the Games. 

203 sets of madals were 
awarded during the Olympics.
